Prnctlcul Itloaiis of Dc£c!ice. 

To\hb Editor: — It appears to be gen- 
erally conceded that iu tho event of an 
Anglo-Russian war an attempt to obtain 
possession of Victoria, the dockyard and 
Nanaimo coal mines is likely to be made 
by a Russian force from Vladiv(. stuck. 
Were thoy once in possession of these 
they could inflict incalculable injuty on 
English commerce in tho Pacific, as the 
Knglish squadron on this station would 
s )(in bo next to usolcaa from want of coal 
— almost aa great a iioiesaity as gun- 
powder to a man-of-war now-a-daya — fur 
all purts i>! tho weaiern cuust of ihe (ju/'i 
linent would bo closed to theiu for coaling 
purposes. 

If there is any truth in these views it 
ia well that tho discussion now com- 
moncocl should be cmtiiuied, and such 
stops aa appear best taken for tho defence 
of this important position. 

So far as is now known the tlagship and 
nearly all the Facitic Hoot are carefully 
watching British interests off the coasts of 
Chili and Peru. The Heroine is reported 
to bo at Panama apd tho Satellite we 
have here. So if an early declaration uf 
war ia made we might e.xpoct to see Rus- 
sian gunboata off Victoria many days 
before our own ships could reach l'."s([ni- 
inalt. The present means of defence are 
therefore the Satellite, tho sitoro batter- 
ies with some 130 garrison artillery, and 
mio company of rillea nuinboring about 
•10 uion. Your currespundent, "Brutus," 
to-day advocates tho formation of a tor- 
pedo boat, but 1 fear that these means of 
defence, oven if available, aro not at all 
adapted to tho purpose. When Lord 
Lorne was hero the took much interest 
in this question, and at his reijuest a 
report was drawn up, in which 
Mr. Chovailius, the gunnery lieutenant uf 
tho ComuB assisted, on the formation of 
a local torpedo corps and the possibility 
of laying a system of submarine niiiioa in 
the oiling so as to prevent an enemy shell- 
ing the dockyard and town; but the con- 
clusion arrived at was that these w.iters 
aro too deep, the tidesi tun strung and the 
extent of ground to ho protected too 
great fur the ailoiitiou of such a system. 
The importance of torpedo boat-s a.s an as- 
sistance to our defences waa however 
pointed out, aud it was strongly recom- 
mended that an effort should be made to 
obtain two of them from the home gov- 
eriimont. But it is no easy matter to 
build a really ell'ective torpedo boat and I 
fear it would bo boyoiid tho skill of our 
local naval ctuiaiructors; it re[iuires to be 
specially fitted for the purpose, to be smuke- 
lesa, noiaeleas, and above all to have a 
very high rate of apoed, boaides this the 
handling of torpedoes rciiuirea thorough 
training which cannot he ubiaiiicd in a 
few weeks, utherwiae there wniikl he great 
danger of tho local torpedo corps being 
hoisted by their own petard. No doubt 
doubt the near approaches und entrances 
to Victoria and Eaquimalt harbors cuuld 
bo thuruughly defended by tor|)edoea, but 
this would ho of little utility as tlio bat- 
teries would first have to bo silenced to 
allow ships to approach so near, and a 
landing would probably be etl'ected by 
boats and the torpedoes raised. . 

But beyond all this-, I do not think that 
any portion of tho coast line between say 
Albert Head and Clover Point would be 
chosen for attack by an enemy. liven as 
at present, with a battery of 1) inch miiis 
at .\lbert Head added, a landing could 
nut be effected here without much loss 
and the most likely course pursued 
would be for a portion of an attacking 
force to remain off Victoria and engage 
the Satellite and balfene.'i, while uiie ur 
uiuro ships would jn-uceed to (Jadboro Riy 
or .s(jme iitlier slieltered anelioiat,'e and 
rheni laiid thoir men niid t.iUe the town 
ill the rear, thus accomplishing their ob- 
ject with little or no loss. 

My auggesliona towards this iiupurtaiit 
diacussimi would bo that the garrisiui ar 
tillery and rifle corps should be largely 
augmented by temporary enliatment, and 
regular drills carried on, and further, and 
what appears to be almost more importani, 
that two companies uf mounted rifleuun 
should be formed for resisting a landing' 
on tho coast tine beyond reach of the 
batteries. A battery uf fold artillery 
would be invaluable for this purpose if 
8iip[iorted by mounted rifies, but there 
appears little hope of getting any guns 
from the east. There are, however, two 
pounder field guns in tiie iluck'yard, and 
leave tu u.su them -in lln^ (.vent of war 
could must likely be obtained fruin the 
Imperial government, and their carnages, 
etc., adapted for land service and ordi- 
nary harness used. An attacking force is 
at the greatest disadvantage when at- 
tempting a landing and a hundred rille- 
meii with oven the half halteiy I siiirgi^st 
could be uf the grealest aervice. I'lveii 
were a landing ellecled slrunt; defensive 
pusitions could bo occupind and earth- 
works thrown up on any one uf the roads 
leading to Victoria. A mounted corps is 
necessary to enable it to move ipiickly 
from point to point, and this, 1 think, 
could bo dune along the direct coast 
roads as rapidly as a ship, keeping; outside 
daiij^ers to navigation could .■sLeain. If 
n, battery of heavy i.;nns is erectiid 
at .\lberl Head - the men working then! 
should be supported by a atrmig force of 
riilemeu, otherwise a landing could be 
easily made to the westward, the buttery 
captured from the land side and tlii^ guns 
used against the other batteries in town. 

It would, of oourso, take a long time tti 
thoroughly drill the muunted fonre I advo- 
cate; but if the m.ijority uf tlu^ men knew 
soiiietliing about riding, the horses could 
Houn be traim^d to slanil lire, and Ihe men 
taught the common formation.s, to skirmish 
ami to obey orilers. An ambulaiici! ccups 
should also bo formed and other jirepara- 
tious made. 

I thoroughly agree with "Brutu.s" that 
now is the time for action, for by "taking 
no notice aud waiting till th(!Htorni cmues," 
acliun will be loo late. I inn sni(! that if 
war is declaraed and the talked of ilan;.;er 
becomes almost ii certainty, men, horses 
and means will be readily foi-thconiin,i; and 
that — as Mr. Murphy propi.'rly snoeests — 
the volunteers will at last be euconraged, 
their value felt and admitted. 

Let active stops at once hi tiikon to or- 
gauiKo some such forces as I suggest, aud if 
there is no war, so mnoh the better, wo 
can afford to laugh at otu- anxiety; but if it 
does come with all its miserable train of 
evils, we will not regret having preijared 
ourselves for the worst, and whatever may 
be the final results, one at least, I am sure, 
will he that British ('(duinhiaiis will prove 
themselves to be no unworthy sous of Old 
England.

In tho comiuoi.s on the SHrd ult', Mr. 
Shakeapeaio mu^edfoi' Cijpi(;3 ..f all Cui- 
respundenco between the department of 
justice and the inspectors uf the warden 
of the penitentiary in British Columbia iu 
regard to the suspension in whole or in 
part of any u.f the rules of said institu- 
tion. 

Ho said — 1 have been informed that oiiu 
of tho rules of this in.stitutiun has been 
auspouded in reference to a portion of the 
prisoners in the penitentiary. ^ One of 
the rules of the institution is that every 
mail's hair shall bo cut short when he 
enters the prison, but I haVe been in- 
formed un very jjood authority that tho 
department of justice has issued an order 
that that rulo shall nut apply to the Chi- 
nese prisoners. .Now, Sir, I fail to see 
the justice of such an order. I believe 
tho reason why the rule was made was on 
the ground uf cleanliness, and in an inter- 
view which 1 had with one uf our gaoler.s 
a short time ago with reference to this 
matter I was informed by him that it ia 
essentially necessary that every iiian'a 
hair shall bo cut short, and more especially 
the Chinese prisoners, because he says 
their heads aro dirtier than those of white 
men or Indiana. 1 waa informed by that 
ullicer that ho had two t^liiiieso priaunera 
who wore sent to that 'j,i\<)\ and when they 
came in their lio.ids were literally alive 
Willi lice. I want to state the tacts tu the 
house, and see whether it is right that a 
rule which is considered essential to 
cleanliness in ihu case of the white men 
eheiild nut be applied to every prisoiiiu' 
coining uilhiii (he walU of the pcnitcn- 
liary. W hilst white men's hair is cut 
ahiirt on iho ground of cleanliness, we 
uui^ht tu know why Chinamen, who come 
into the lustitutiun in a iillhy condition, 
and are allowed to mingle with the other 
'prisoners, sliouhl nut bo subject to tho 
same rule. Now, I think it is very tin - 
fair, and (o my mind it appears useless, 
to apply the rule to one purtimi of the 
prisoners «nd not to apply it to the wliolo, 
seeing that they all mingle tui^elher. My 
object ill moviiic fjr these papers ia to 
lind out the real reasons a.ssigned by the 
dopartineiil for the siispensiiui uf this 
rule. I am informed that tiiis same class 
uf peojjie, when they violate the laws of 
their own country and are sent to gaol, 
have to submit to this rule, and why thoy 
dhiiuld not in a strange country, when 
they violate our laws aud are imprisoned, 
be subjeeted to tlie same rule, I fail to 
coiii[jruhui;d. 

Mr. Baker. In secondiii!; this motion, 
I may say that I concur with niy hon. 
friend in believing that whatever regu- 
lations tluue are — ^though 1 do not know 
these re^iilatiiuia particularly— should ap- 
ply eiplally to the Chinese and tu tho 
white men. My bun. friend and culleaguu 
hax had a much more intimate ac({uain- 
tance with the Chini-ae than I have, I 
confess, and his knowledge of tho interiiir 
of a priseii is also orealer than mim^; hut 
apart from that, I think what is sauce f^r 
the lioose is .''auc(^ for the i^aiiiler. If John 
Chimimaii is gander eiioii'_;li to get him- 
self inside our prison walls, T think ibe. 
same rule should be applied to him as to 
tho white inau who guts himself into that 
predicament. It strdius me that tho rule 
IS one which is jiai ticularly haril in the 
case of 'I en in Her .Majesty'.i navy who 
are senlenced to (lerioda uf froin si.\ weeks 
to ihiee iiKMitlis for mis.Miiiduct on hoard 
shi|). The only place aviulable is this 
L;a(il, where Cliiiiamcii, Indians and all 
other prisoners are co iHned. Now 1 know 
these men c iniplaiiied bitterly that they 
.-ihuiild have thtdr hair cut while .lohn 
CIniiaman should go free; and theiefure I 
hope the minister of juslice, nr such other 
ineinberH of the guvi rnineiit in this house 
at has that p.irt icii l.ir iiial'.er in charge, 
will aeo whether there has been a digres- 
sion from the ordinary regulatnuis, aud 
will aeo if instructions have been i>iven 
to ( ary ihe rei^nlatioiia. I lii.pe thai tho 
curresp.jiuleiice will be hroiij^lu down. 

Mr. Oliapleaii. In relation to theques- 
ti'ju put by the mover of this resolution, 
I think it is but due that 1 should render 
testimony to tho e.\ceedin;;ly well kept 
cunditiun of the insi itiitioii in (|uealiun. 
It IS a phsisiire for me to say that 1 have 
seldom Been a jiuniKuitiary so widl ki^pt in 
every part and in every detail as that of 
.\ew Westininstor, which 1 had occasi'Ui 
to examine. My hon. friend, the mover 
of the res.ilutioii , baa decidedly gone into 
more details llian 1 had linie to (,'o into 
when I visit(!d the penitentiary: but let 
me tell him that I think his informant 
was badly informed. I was much sur- 
prised to hear that it was one of the 
ullicers of tho penitentiary who com- 
plained of tlu' breaking of the rule, or 
ihi; i^xeiii|)tion from the rule, which wa.i 
alluded tu. I made sjiecial ompiiry fmin 
tho warden as to tho cuiiduct, tho health 
ami the cleanlinuss of tho dillorent pri- 
soners, mentioning tho ditlerent classes of 
prisoners, and particularisiiijj; tho Chiiieso, 
whose condition wo were then enquiring 
into. The answer uf tho warden was 
that the Chinese (.>risiuiers were generally 
very orderly, and rather more so than 
Ihe generality of prisoners; and he 
added, it is a calculation with them, 
because eond behavior gives them, a 
liltio loss time, and thoy nro ho 
accustomed to eiilcuhite that thoy 
behave well ill order to shorlen their iiii- 
prisoiimeiit by a few days. Meiilioii was 
also inadf of their keeping,' (heir piglaila, 
and the answer which was given' is, I sui)- 
pose, what has prompted the authorities in 
uot enforcing the rule to the extent my hon, 
friend desires. When he says that no ex- 
emption should be given to Chinamen, with- 
regard to tho rule that eriminids mttsfhirvo 
their heads shorn, I agree with him that 
those whose terms uf sentcneo for grave 
crinu s would siibjecl them to that piinish- 
liieiit would be punished lik(! others. It is 
one of the rules of t he penitentiary that the 
pi isoners shall have their hair cut C(!rtaiii 
diiniuisiuus and at certain liiues, and ] 
understand that thi! Chiin^ai! are not sub- 
jected to that niloiiH tin,' ordinary prisoners, 
on account of the infamy and the humilia- 
tion which they are supposed to bo subject-^ 
ed to by having tlieir hair cut short. Tho 
( 'hinanmii is punished like the other jiriH- 
oiiei s, only he is not subjected to HOIiii thillg 
winch IS considered to he n hiiUiiliatioli,aud 
some say a kind of breach of ndiginns cus- 
tuiu. With reoard tu the slate of cleanli- 
ness of the tJhinese prisoners and their 
liigtails, I hav(; enquired into that, and. the 
information I have from the warden is, that 
thoy are known and distinguished for their 
oloauliness iu the penitentiary iiud for tbrdr 
orderly conduct and BubniisHion in tho iu- 
slitution. 

-Mr. Shiikespearn — 1 desire to suy a word 
in exphuiation. The'lKui. secretary of state 
referred to the remark I made as to what 
the warden had said with regard to the con- 
dition of tho Chineuc. What I said was, 



that I ha3> seen oini of our gaolers. That 

was not one of the gaolers of the peniten- 
tiary, but 'the gaoler of the Victoria gaol, 
who told me just exactly what I have stated. 
Now, it apxiears to mo that it is equally de- 
grading to a white man to have his hair cut 
short. There are numbers of white men 
who wear their buir very long, who 
have nice curly hair. Unfortunately they 
simietimes get iuto the penitentiary, niid if 
they do, they have, without oxceiitiou, to 
have thoir hair cut short. Now, 1 fail to 
see why a distiuotiou should be made. I 
^i|in]ait}s no ^nsineHB,of ours whether it is 
a degriufation or uot'to a Chinaman to have 
Sis "hair fnt. If it is a rule of the peniten- 
!;iir\- 111,, I rvf.vy ])!-isoii(jr's liair slinll bn out 
stiml, I think no exception shtnild be made 
whatever. The Chinese aro subjected to 
th(^ Slime rule in their own country; and on 
coming into our country aiid violating the 
■laws of the luiiil. and bi iiig convicted aud 
sent tpf tho j)( nitcntiary, why they Bboi.lo 
not be subjected to the same rule an the 
white man— 1 fail to nee the consistency or 
justice of il. 

fjir John A. Rlacdnnald — -Thoro can be 
nil objection to the motion being carried 
and ll-t~ pajiers being brought down, 
showing the regulations which obt.iin in 
tho penitentiary at New Westminster. I 
fpiito a^ree with niy hon. friend that the 
same pbnishmont should bo meted out tu 
the Chinaman, to the Indian, and to the 
white man, f(U- the same crime, and that 
is the inttniLiun of tho law. But 1 fancy, 
from the ex jilaiiatioii iiiude by my hon. 
friend the st^cretary of state, that tlie cut- 
ting el! (d the pigtail appendage is to the 
Chinese an additional punishment, nut 
shared either by the white man or the 
Indian. We all get our hair cut; some 
wear it a little loiigor than others. But 
tho hair L,'rows (piickly, und when a man 
conies oot of ])ris(Ui, in a short time, if ho 
hud a good head of bair when ho went in, 
he will so(iii hiivo a good head of hair 
a<>aiii. But the Cbiiiaman, with bis long 
jiieiail, if he is marked and humiliated 
among his fellows by its removal, is sub - 
jected to an additional pang with tho 
piuiishnietii of bis iinprisonnient . That 
IS niy iiiiiierst.indiiie, thuileli 1 may he 
wront;. Il may bo that he is siiperstit ions 
— ili.it he may think that by the pigtail 
lacing cut oil' ho is deprived of tho chance 
of being drawn up to heaven. If it is a 
LTuater punishment to the Chinaman than 
t(i the white mail to have his hair re- 
moved, 1 do not think he ahonld receive 
creator piinislimeiil than the white man. 
Then, the hon. gmillemail says that tho 
pigtail is uncleanly in itself, and ought to 
be cut off. Well, I suppose my hon. 
friend, in the stress of necessity, has had 
a (Jhiiiamaii ur woman in his household. 
Mr. Sliakespears— No; never. 
Sir John A. Maadoimld— Well, thoy 
aro employed very much in Victoria, 
iiuich against the neuplo'b will, hecauae 
hitherto they have not been able to ob- 
tain a sufiicient ({uaiitity uf white labor; 
ami I do not think il is a pro-requiaito to 
th(f employment of a cook that ho must 
have lii-i pii^tuil cut oft'. I think moat uf 
tho conks in Victoria aro Chinamen, and 
they li.ive iiieir pigtails, notwithstanding 
the uucleuiily nature of tho appendage. 
What I have atatod I am quite sure muat 
hiivu induced the autliuritios to draw tho 
] distiiiet loll 111 lh.it ri^gard between tho 
I Cliini.-se and the white convicts. Uow- 
i ever, tho papers will be brought down, 
and 1 will end(MV(ir to got the reasons for 
the distinction as well. 
Motion agreed tu.

Show^ Her ITsual Du|»licity. 



PvUSSIA. 

Sr. PETHiisiiuini , .'\pril 10. — Tho innni- 
ing new8pa[)er8 throughout Russia, with 
very few osceptions, oonimeiiting on the 
recent battle between tha Russians tind 
Afghans on the Kashk river, are very bel- 
licose in their utterance, and charge Earl 
DufTerin aiid Sir Peter Lunisden witli 
provoking war by advising the Afghans to 
advance on I'uli Khiva, which the British 
otlicials knew wua part of Russi.iii terri- 
tory. The Afghans, they say, als'i fully 
understood Puli Khiva was Russian ter- 
ritory, and would never have attempted 
to advance llioir pickets to that pidnt un- 
lenn strongly urged to do so by the Brit- 
ish iitlicials. The war party eiulorsos the 
Hsae.rlii-Uis of those newsiiapera, and are 
pugnacious over the all'air. 

St. PKrEu.smnn:, .Vpril 10. — The Jour- 
nal uf St. Pulersburi.' states that General 
Koiiiaroirs return within his lines after 
driving oil' tho Afghans indicates that tho 
Riissinii attack was caused by the hoatlle 
action nf ihi! .A fL;h,-ui.H. Tliiia the alliir 
assumes a less serlnua ii!|)i ct and becomes 
incroly an iiceidenlrd coiillicl, dilliciilt to 
avoid considiring the o.ttreinely strained 
condition of i.tfuirs and the proximity of 
of Ruasiaii and Afghan outposts. Tho 
.loiirnal expresses tho hope that the con- 
llict will not interfere with negotiations 
now in progress between Enijland and 
Russia.

In the cntnmons IMr, IMIIls moved for 
correspondoiiei! between the i,'overniiient 
of Canada and British Ciduinbia in refer 
ence to the Indian alfairs of that pro- 
vince since DBCOinbcr, 1882 He gave a 
hiitory of the lieidiiiga with the Indians 
since 18()0. He imuited mit that from 
1B40 to 18G4 Indian uti'.ura were well and 
wisuly administered by Sir, lames Doug- 
las, under instruction from the Biitisli 
government, the prinuipio adopted being 
llist «htla the Indians were nut recog- 
nized as the nosulute nivnors of the lands 
they occupied, they atmuld receive coui- 
punBitlion fur them aa a matter of public 
policy, and gitnorally that the Indiana 
ahould bo treated in a liberal spirit. 
Under tlii« policy the Indians in 18l>'i 
wero allowed to pre-empt hoinateads in 
tho same way aa ihe while setllera. In 
18(34 a different policy was adnpied. 'I'he 
manageinent of the liiiluins was largely 
trusted to Mr. Trulch, who had siane ex- 
perience in Oregon Territory, and he in- 
troduced the notions of dealing with In- 
dians which prevailed south of the 49th 
parallol. P^lforls wore made to limit tlie 
reservations of the Indiana, which were 
said to bo too large. Etforts Wim'o also 
made utiauccessfully to induce ilioiii to 
ah*iidon soino of their reaerviitions. This 
all took place before the union with Can- 
ada, By the act of union the man- 
agement of Indian affHirs was given to 
the Diiniinioii goveriiiiii'iil, and it was 
stipulated that the liidiaiis should be 
treated liberally. If any futber reserva- 
tions were reijuired the local govermneiit 
was to surrender its righls in a siiHicieiit 
quantity of land for such reaorvatioiis. A 
cninmission had been appointed to deter- 
mine the extent of tlie territory which 
should be sot iipiirt for Indiana. He un- 
dorjtood that iu many cases the local 
govornmeiit had not acquiesced in tho 
decisioa of the commissioners. Where 
the cunimissioners' docisiun had been re- 
sjiocted tho Indians were contented, but 
where this had not been doiio 

MKKIOUS MlSUNI>Bl{.STANDINa HAI) AUISKN. 

It was unfortunate that in British Colum- 
bia there was a considerablo population 
from the mining districts of California 
and elsewhere who entertained very im- 
perfect ideas uf the rights of the Indiana. 
The commissioDers lYi their report said 



that owing to the di.itance of British 
Columhia from Ottawa and other reaaoua 
itw^Duld bo better that.:the control of In- 
dian affairs should ba handed Qvec,(u the 
local government. The Iiidiaiis, however, 
wore dissitisSed with the iiiterforonco of 
the local government in tho matter. Ht3 
pointed out that in 1870, a liberal policy, 
similar to that of Sir James Douglas', had 
been inaugurated and continued until 
1880 or 1881, when tho policy again bo- 
caine less favorable to the Indians. Q'lie 
Indians of British Columbia were numer- 
ous, enlorpriaing and vigorous, and it 
would bu a pity if any discontent aheuld 
arlao among them. Thu present disturb- 
ancoi in tho northwest showed the neces- 
sity for an active and vigilant policy in 
reference to Indian ad'airs. 

Sir John Maedonald said that there 
was any discontent it had not reached his 
ears. It was true (hero had been some 
discontent at Metli- kahtla, hut this was 
the result of tho odium thcohujku-m hav- 
ing arisen from some dispute hetwoeii 
two iiiissionarieH. Tho Indiana couliJ rest 
aasurod that their intorosts would bo nt- 
teiidcd to. The work uf laying out re- 
serves had been going on without any 
intermisal.ui and thoru was no iutentii ii 
of piirsiliiig any leas liber.il policy tliun 
had boon heretofore pursued. The In- 
dians of British Columbia were a hard 
working class, and gave loss trouble than 
those In any other part of the Dominion 
Mr. Mills aaid there was discontent 
at other places than Metlnkalitbi, for in- 
stance the Indians had prevented lumbur- 
men from going to the woods at Port 
Simpson. 

Sir .Tohn Macdniiald eonsidi red Port 
Himpson as iu tbo .Metlaltalilla dislriel, and 
therefore did not refur to it separately. 

Mr. Gordon anid wheu the mover of this 
resolution rose, he i Gordon) thought the 
object was to attack tbo I'oniiiiion goveru- 
meiil. Fiuth.-r on he thought thii object 
was to attack the govoriinieiit of Britinli 
t'olnmbia, but on tbo v.onlo be was led to 
bi.dlevo that tin- object wis In incite tin- lii- 
diaiiH of liritisb Cnbunbiu to do as the In- 
dians of the N'orthwest bad done. (Order, 
order). If that K])i-<'cb was traiislati-il to 
the Indians it would have that result. It 
would iiiako them believe they had riglils 
whicb thoy had never yet insisted upon.
